Kidnapped Heiress Identifies 
Pair Who Buried Her Alive 
F lor ida two weeks ago and went 
to her parents1 home in Red- 
MIAMI, Fla. (AP)- U. S. A tty. 
William Meadows says Barbara 
Jane Mackle has identified Gary 
Steven Krist and Ruth Else- 
mann-Schier as the couple who 
buried her alive in North Georg­ 
ia after she was kidnaped. 
Meadow's disclosure came 
Monday during a preliminary 
hearing at which federal extor­ 
tion charges were added to the 
kidnaping counts against Krist 
and Miss Eisemann-Schier. 
Krist, who was captured Sun­ 
day on swampy Hog Island off 
the Florida Gulf Coast, replied 
"Yes" twice during the nearing 
when asked if he understood the 
new charges and his rights. 
Miss Eisemann- Schier, de­ 
scribed as a 5-foot-3,26-year- 
old sometimes blonde of athle­ 
tic build, is being sought. 
There was no explanation of 
how or when Miss Mackle’s 
identification was made. 
The hearing in a heavily guar­ 
ded room at the Dade County 
Jail in Miami was continued 
until Jan. 10 to give Krist 
and an attorney who is tempo­ 
rarily representing him time to 
study the charges. 
Miss Mackle, a 20-year-old 
Emory University coed and 
daughter of a wealthy Coral 
Gables land developer, was kid­ 
naped from an Atlanta motel 
last Tuesday. Federal Bureau 
of Investigation agents found 


her late Friday, buried in a 
coffin-like box in a shallow pit 
20 miles from Atlanta. 
FBI agents said Miss Mackle 
aided her own escape from the 
pit by using her knuckles to rap 
on the lid of the box. 
A "knock, knock, knock" from 
Inside the box in which she 
was buried iteipeu them find her 
on a Georgia hillside despite 
inexact instructions from her 
kidnapers. 
"If one of the searchers had 
not heard that 'knock, knock, 
knock' from the ground there is 
no telling how long we might 
have had to look for her — 
perhaps 
too long," an FBI 
agent said. 
The kidnapers had telephoned 
her general location to the FBI 
after her father paid a$500,000 
ransom. 
Krist, a Marine researcher, 
and Miss Eisemann-Schier, a 
student, worked together at the 
University of Miami's Institute 
of Marine Science. 
Officers have discounted re­ 
ports that a third person was 
involved in the kidnaping. 
In Redwood 
City, Calif., 
Krist's estranged wife —Car­ 
men Simon Krist — told news­ 
men her husband "wants to 
be remembered — to make an 
impact on the world he lives 
in."Mrs. Krist 22, said she left 


wood after Krist told her "he 
didn't love me. He said he want­ 
ed a separation." 
"I still love him," she said, 
"and I don’t believe in divorce. 
«I don't know the woman they 
say was Involved in this thing 
with him. It comes as a great 
shock to me. I think they were 
together the first time on at wo- 
weeks cruise a few months 
back." 
The cruise in September was a 
Marine institute trip to Bermu­ 
da where Krist, then working 
under the assumed name Geor­ 
ge Deacon, drove Miss Eise­ 
mann-Schier around on a motor 
scooter. 
Miss Eisemann - Schier, a na­ 
tive of Honduras with a degree 
in pharmacology from the Uni­ 
versity of Mexico, became a 
poor student after the Bermuda 
trip, her former professors 
at the institute said. 
Meadows said federal kidnap­ 
ing charges against the pair 
may have to be dropped later 
because it appears Miss Mackle 
was not transported across a 
state line.

MIAMI, Fla. (AP)- U. S.Atty. 
William Meadows says Barbara 
Jane Mackle has identified Gary 
Steven Krlst and Ruth Elae- 
mann-Schler as the couple who 
buried her alive in North Georg­ 
ia after she was kidnaped. 
Meadow's 
disclosure 
came 
Monday during a preliminary 
hearing at which federal extor­ 
tion charges were added to toe 
kidnaping counts against Krist 
and Miss Elsemann^chier. 
Krlst, who was captured Sun­ 
day on swampy Hog Island off 
the Florida Gulf Coast, replied 
"Y es" twice during toe nearing 
when asked if lie understood toe 
new 
charges and his rights. 
Miss 
Elsemann- Schier, de­ 
scribed as a 5-foot-3,26-year- 
old sometimes blonde of athle­ 
tic build, is being sought. 
There was no explanation of 
how or when 
Miss Mackle's 
identification was made. 
The hearing in a heavily guar­ 
ded room at the Dade County 
Jail in Miami was continued 
until Jan. 10 to give Krlst 
and an attorney who is tempo­ 
rarily representing him time to 
study toe charges. 
Miss Mackle, a 20-year-old 
Emory 
University coed and 
daughter of a wealthy Coral 
Gables land developer, was kid­ 
naped from an Atlanta motel 
last Tuesday. Federal Bureau 
of Investigation agents found 


her late Friday, burled In a 
coffin-like box in a shallow pit 
20 miles from Atlanta. 
FBI agents said Miss Mackle 
aided her own escape from toe 
pit by using her knuckles to rap 
on toe lid of toe box. 
A ' ’knock, knock, knock" from 
inside the box in which she 
was buried ¡wiped toen» ¿tod her 
on a Georgia hillside despite 
Inexact instructions from her 
kidnapers. 
"If one of the searchers had 
not heard that ’knock, knock, 
knock' from Ute ground there Is 
no telling how long we might 
have had to look for her — 
perhaps 
too long," an FBI 
agent said. 
The kidnapers had telephoned 
her general location to toe FBI 
after her father paid a $500,000 
ransom. 
Krlst, a Marine researcher, 
and Miss Elsemann-Schier, a 
student, worked together at toe 
University of Miami's Institute 
of Marine Science. 
Officers have discounted re­ 
ports that a third person was 
Involved in toe kidnaping. 
In Redwood 
City, 
Calif., 
K rist's estranged wife —Car­ 
men Simon Krist — told news­ 
men 
her 
husband "wants to 
be remembered — to make an 
Impact on toe world he lives 
in." 
Mrs. Krist 22, said she left 


F iorlda two weeks ago and went 
to her parents' home In Red­ 
wood after Krlst told her "he 
didn't love me. He said he want­ 
ed a separation." 
"I still love him,” she said, 
"and I don't believe In divorce. 
"I don't know toe woman they 
say was Involved In this thing 
with him. It oomes as a great 
shock to me. I think they were 
together toe first time on a two- 
weeks cruise a few montos 
back.” 
The cruise in September was a 
Marine Institute trip to Bermu­ 
da where Krist, then working 
under the assumed name Geor­ 
ge Deacon, drove Miss Eise- 
mann-Schier around on a motor 
scooter. 
Miss Elsemann - Schier, a na­ 
tive of Honduras with a degree 
In pharmacology from toe Uni­ 
versity of Mexico, became a 
poor student after toe Bermuda 
trip, her former professors 
at toe institute said. 
Meadows said federal kidnap­ 
ing charges against the pair 
may have to be dropped later 
because It appears Miss Mackle 
was not transported across a 
state line.

On Shooting To Kill 


Late one recent night, in a Western city, a policeman work­ 
ing on a special plainclothes assignment cornered a youth In a 
Christmas tree lot. The youth, who later turned out to be a 19- 
year-old bent on stealing a tree, advanced threateningly with a 
chunk of two-by-two lum ber. When he ignored orders to stop, the 
policeman shot him twice in the midriff and the youth died. 


Evidently the policeman acted within his rights of self defense. 
No one could take exception to that. But the episode does give 
rise, once again, to a question that may legitimately be asked: 
Is it Justifiable for police, acting in self defense, to shoot to 
kill when threatened? 


The question is not an easy one to answer. To some extent, 
the answer must depend on circumstances. An officer faced with 
a gun, for example, may rightly judge that the only way to avoid 
being killed is to kill first. 


Does the shoot-to-kill -first justification apply, though, when 
the threat involves not a gun but a club or some other such 
weapon? And what about shooting at a fleeing suspect? 


Doubtless no general rule is feasible. Tbe episode cited 
does, however, lend weight to the view that police training 
should emphasize disarm ing or disabling rather than killing a 
hostile suspect. Had the effect of such training prevailed, that 
youth out to steal a Christm as tree might now be in jail — or 
perhaps a hospital — with the possibility of rehabilitation for a 
useful life — instead of in his grave. 


M ore By Millions 


Not very long ago there was a big hoopla over the fact that the 
population of the United States had passed the 200-miUion mark. 
Records in population recede very quickly these days, however: 
the Census Bureau now reports that as of November 1 there were 
already an estimated 201.9 million. Since then, unless things have 
suddenly 
comes to a halt, another half million or so have been 
added. 


Figures covering a longer period also have in them an element 
of surprise for anyone who regards ours as a country of about this 
size or that. There are at least 21.3 million more of us than as 
short a time ago as 1960.

Lives must be 
worth more than the nonsense 
that “I ju st can’t do it.” 
You may have tried "every­ 
thing,” but there is one meth­ 
od you did not try. This one 
is the only absolute, guaran­ 
teed method without drugs, 
hypnosis, teething rings, spe­ 
cial diets and alcohol substi­ 
tution. The method I prescribe 
is simple, very simple. Just 
atop 8 m o k in g, completely, 
definitely, and absolutely. 
The fact th at you were 
once able to atop smoking for 
a few weeks means that you 
had kicked the habit.

WASHINGTON - P r e s i d e n t 
Johnson got as his C hristm as 
present last week the house he 
has wanted most — one costing 
$2,500. Actually an Indian wo­ 
man, Ann Parker, got the house 
on a Florida Seminole re se rv a ­ 
tion, but the President felt just 
as happy as if it were his. 
Recently the President called 
a meeting of housing experts and 
told them; “ I can buy an auto­ 
mobile for $2,000 with head­ 
lights, a horn, an engine, tires, 
upholstery. But I can’t 
buy a 
house for less than $7,500. For 
that much money I can buy a 
Cadillac. 
“ Yet a house is the m ost im ­ 
portant thing people need. I want 
you to go out and get busy and 
get me a house for $2,500. I 
don’t want anything elaborate. 
I don’t have to have light sw it­ 
ches in the wall; the house can 
have a cord that pulls down 
from the ceiling. It doesn’t 
have to have baseboard heat 
or tile bathrooms. Just som e­ 
thing a man and his wife can 
live in and call their own.’* 
The experts tried, but im m e­ 
diately ran up against the chief 
factor that has delayed cheap 
housing in the past — building 
codes and organized labor. The 
building trade unions have in­ 
sisted on tough building codes in 
order 
to prevent automated 
housing. 
Down In F ort Lauderdale, Fla., 
however, Larry Vita of Surf side 
Floating 
Homes, Inc., heard 
about the President’s speech 
and got in touch with C harles 
Dieman of the Housing and U r­ 
ban Development Departm ent. 
Dieman is a can-do bureaucrat. 
He promptly went to Florida, 
found out what Vita had in mind 
and gave him the okay to go a- 
head. 
Once again, however, the plan 
for a cheap home ran up "gainst 
local building codes. Dieman, 
however, was able to cut red 
tape. He suggested building a 
model home on the Seminole In­ 
dian reservation in West Hol­ 


lywood, Fla., just north of Mi­ 
ami, which is a federal re se r­ 
vation and therefore not subject 
to local building codes. 
FHA granted a $2,500 loan to 
Ann Parker, a Seminole wom­ 
an, and last week she was pre­ 
sented 
with 
a two-bedroom 
home for the price of $2,500. 
She'll pay off her FHA loan at 
$26 
a month. 
Mrs. Parker 
makes $33 a week weaving bask­ 
ets, and supports two older sis­ 
ters and one son. 
It was a nice Christm as p res­ 
ent for her, but President John­

Christm as present for him.

Vita’s friends are 
paying for landscaping around

ASSISTANT PRESIDENT 
Robert Finch, the new Secre­ 
tary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare, will be more than an 
ordinary Cabinet member in the 
Nixon administration. He is ex­ 
pected to function more as a 
deputy President in charge of 
domestic affairs. 
A 
form er administrative as­ 
sistant to Richard Nixon, Finch 
was Nixon’s first choice as a 
running mate but lacked the 
political credentials to win the 
nomination. He couldn’t get the 
backing 
necessary to stand up 
against the other Republican 
luminaries who sought the nom­ 
ination. 
Finch 
seriously 
considered 
staying in California and build­ 
ing his career on his own politi­ 
cal power 
base. 
He pulled 
enough votes for lieutenant gov­ 
ernor that he would have been a 
logical contender for the Senate 
seat that the ailing Sen. George 
Murphy, R - Calif., is expected 
to vacate in 1970. 
President-elect Nixon, howev­ 
er, wanted his form er aide at his 
side and offered him any post in 
the Cabinet. In their private 
conversations, Nixon said he 
would concentrate on foreign 
affairs and would need someone 
to direct the domestic side. 
They agreed this would be 
Finch’s role in the future ad­ 
m inistration. Nixon, of course, 
will have a veto on domestic 
decisions, but Finch will have

power over domestic m atters 
second only to the President’s. 
Indeed, this is precisely the 
role Nixon had in mind for Finch 
If he had been able to make 
Finch the Vice President. 
The only question that re ­ 
mained was what official posi­ 
tion 
Finch 
s h o u l d take. He 
couldn't make up his mind at 
first between Attorney General 
and Secretary of Health, Educa­ 
tion, and Welfare. In the end, 
he selected the latter because it 
put him in a better position to 
deal with the black community 
and to push welfare program s. 
Finch feels strongly tnat the 
Nixon administration must e s­ 
tablish a dialogue with black 
leaders and must find respon­ 
sible solutions for the problems 
of poverty, unemployment, ed­ 
ucation and race relations. 
His appointment is a sign that 
Nixon doesn’t intend to neglect 
the people who may have voted 
against him. 


INAUGURAL TROUBLE 
Washington will have an extre­ 
mely 
touchy 
job during the 
forthcoming Inaugural to pre­ 
vent demonstrations and m ili­ 
tants. 
Extraordinary precau­ 
tions are already under way. 
The city is flooded with under­ 
cover men, not only from the 
police and the Secret Service 
but from the CIA and the FBI. 
Crowd control aid has been 
sought from Philadelphia and 
Baltimore police for Inaugural 
duty. 
Chief worry is over the dissi­ 
dent underground. Information 
Indicates that they’re eyeing 
as excellent bonfire m aterial 
the lumber piles with which the 
Inaugural stands are being built. 
The idea now is that the grand­ 
stands might be burned down the 
night before the parade. 
There’s also some talk of the 
dissidents requesting officially 
that a section of the parade be 
set aside for m archers who ob­ 
ject to Nixon’s Inaugural. This 
might be done as a part of the 
regular parade in exchange for 
a pledge not to riot. 
The entire Inauguration is in 
the extremely capable hands of 
Williard M arriott, head of the 
Hot Shoppes and M arriott Mo­ 
tels. He knows the capital like 
a book, but is also aware that 
he has plenty of headaches.

One gathers that 
this is intended as the Sena­ 
to r's contribution to the accel­ 
eration of peace in Southeast 
Asia, though to give the Senator 
credit, he did pause to give the 
press his reasons for his out­ 
burst. 
"I 
suddenly realized,” he 
said, suggesting that the Sena­ 
to r's reflexes are rather slow, 
"that it is almost nine months 
since President Johnson sacri­ 
ficed his political career for 
the sake of getting the nego­ 
tiations under way, and I got 
m ad." 
A little tinhorn dictator. 
1. If by "little," the Sena- 
ator means that Marshal Ky’s 
country Is a little country, that 
Is true, though it is hardly the 
doing of Marshal Ky, whose 
country has in it about three 
times as 
many people as the 
United States had in it when we 
decided 
to 
overthrow 
King 
George. Nor is Marshal Ky 
likley to get mad enough to re­ 
tort that 
Senator McGovern 
comes from one of the littlest 
states in the Union, and that al­ 
though the Marshal is by many 
years the junior of Senator Mc­ 
Govern, he 
never had such 
little support as Senator Mc­ 
Govern at any national conven­ 
tion of HIS party. 
2. Tinhorn? A tinhorn is a pre­ 
tentious or boastful person, but 
it is not recorded that Marshal 
Ky is boastful except about the 
determination of his country­ 
men to stay free of North Viet­ 
nam domination. Marshal Ky 
earned his reputation as a brave 
young aviator, who flew at least 
as many missions against the 
enemy 
as George McGovern 
flew during the world w ar. Why 
tinhorn? 


3. Dictator? If Ky is a dic­ 
tator, then Lyndon Johnson, who 
is 
the 
head of Senator Mc­ 
Govern’s party, as well as his 
m inisters in South Vietnam, 
are the prem ier, not to say tte- 
horn, im posters. Because they 
certified that the election of 
President Thieu and of Mar­ 
shal Ky was done by quite scrife 
pulo us means. A commission of 
liberal 
professors went out 
there and reported back to the 
President and the people that the 
arrangem ents were, as one of 
them put it, "about as demo­ 
cratic 
as 
Massachusetts’." 
Granted that that leaves some­ 


thing to be desired, it doesn’t 
make more of a dictator out 
of Ky than Senator Kennedy is. 
Senator McGovern went on to 
allude to Ky’s “ plush accommo­ 
dations in Paris,” which is 
polemical warfare carried on at 
the level of, How can the Pope 
be pious with all those Vatican 
jewels? And in due course the 
Senator dribbled off, reiterat­ 
ing his demands that the Uni­ 
ted States begin withdrawing our 
troops from South Vietnam.

But ever 
if one rules that the United 
States should pull out of Viet, 
nam it does not for that rea.

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On Shooting To Kill 


Late one recent night, In a Western city, a policeman work­ 
ing on a special plainclothes assignment cornered a youth in a 
Christmas tree lot. The youth, who later turned out to be a 19- 
year-old bent on stealing a tree, advanced threateningly with a 
chunk of two-by-two lumber. When he ignored orders to stop, the 
policeman shot him twice in the midriff and the youth died. 


Evidently the policeman acted within his rights of self defense. 
No one could take exception to that. But the episode does give 
rise, once again, to a question that may legitimately be asked: 
Is It justifiable for police, acting in self defense, to shoot to 
kill when threatened? 


The question is not an easy one to answer. To some extent, 
the answer must deiend on circum stances. An officer faced with 
a gun, tor example, may rightly judge that the only way to avoid 
being killed is to kill first. 


Does the shoot-to-kill -first justification apply, though, when 
the threat involves not a gun but a club or some other such 
weapon? And what about shooting at a fleeing suspect? 


Doubtless no general rule is feasible. The episode cited 
does, however, lend weight to the view that police training 
should emphasize disarming or disabling rather than killing a 
hostile suspect. Had the effect of such training prevailed, that 
youth out to steal a Christm as tree might now be in jail — or 
perhaps a hospital — with the possibility of rehabilitation for a 
useful life — instead of in his grave.

WASHINGTON - P r e s i d e n t 
Johnson got as his Christm as 
present last week the house he 
has wanted most — one costing 
$2,500. Actually an Indian wo­ 
man, Ann Parker, got the house 
on a Florida Seminole reserva­ 
tion, but toe President felt just 
as happy as if it were his. 
Recently the President called 
a meeting of housing experts and 
told them: “ I can buy an auto­ 
mobile for $2,000 with head­ 
lights, a horn, an engine, tires, 
upholstery. But I can’t buy a 
house for less than $7,500. For 
that much money I can buy a 
Cadillac. 
“ Yet a house is the most im ­ 
portant thing people need. I want 
you to go out and get busy and 
get me a house for $2,500. I 
don’t want anything elaborate. 
I don’t have to have light sw it­ 
ches in toe wall; the house can 
have a cord that pulls down 
from toe celling. It doesn’t 
have to have baseboard heat 
or tile bathrooms. Just som e­ 
thing a man and his wife can 
live in and call their own.’* 
The experts tried, but Imme­ 
diately ran up against toe chief 
factor that has delayed cheap 
housing in the past — building 
codes and organized labor. The 
building trade unions have in­ 
sisted on tough building codes in 
order 
to prevent automated 
housing. 
Down in F ort Lauderdale, Fla., 
however, Larry Vita of Surf side 
Floating 
Homes, Inc., heard 
about toe President’s speech 
and got In touch with C harles 
Die man of the Housing and U r­ 
ban Development Department. 
Die man is a can-do bureaucrat. 
He promptly went to Florida, 
found out what Vita had in mind 
and gave him toe okay to go a- 
head. 
Once again, however, toe plan 
for a cheap home ran up "gainst 
local building codes. Dieman, 
however, was able to cut red 
tape. He suggested building a 
model home on the Seminole In- 
dlan reservation in West Hol­ 


lywood, Fla., just north of Mi­ 
ami, which is a federal re se r­ 
vation and therefore not subject 
to local building codes. 
FHA granted a $2,500 loan to 
Am Parker, a Seminole wom­ 
an, and last week she was pre­ 
sented 
with

two-bedroom 
home for the price of $2,500. 
She’ll pay off tier FHA loan at 
$26 
a month. 
Mrs. Parker 
makes $33 a week weaving bask­ 
ets, and supports two older sis­ 
ters and one son.

ASSISTANT PRESIDENT 
Robert Finch, toe new Secre­ 
tary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare, will be more than an 
ordinary Cabinet member in the 
Nixon administration. He is ex­ 
pected to function more as a 
deputy President in charge of 
domestic affairs. 
A form er adm inistrative a s­ 
sistant to Richard Nixon, Finch 
was Nixon’s first choice as & 
running mate but lacked the 
political credentials to win the 
nomination. He couldn't get toe 
backing 
necessary to stand up 
against toe other Republican 
luminaries who sought the nom­ 
ination. 
Finch 
seriously 
considered 
staying In California and build­ 
ing his career on his own politi­ 
cal power 
base. 
He pulled 
enough votes for lieutenant gov­ 
ernor that he would have been a 
logical contender for the Senate 
seat that toe ailing Sen. George 
Murphy, R- Calif., is expected 
to vacate in 1970. 
President-elect Nixon, howev­ 
er, wanted his form er aide at his 
side and offered him any post in 
the Cabinet. In their private 
conversations, Nixon said he 
would concentrate on foreign 
affairs and would need someone 
to direct tne domestic side. 
They agreed this would be 
Finch's role in the future ad­ 
ministration. Nixon, of course, 
will have a veto on domestic 
decisions, but Finch will have 


power over domestic m atters 
second only to the President's. 
Indeed, this is precisely the 
role Nixon had in mind tor Finch 
If he had been able to make 
Finch toe Vice President. 
The only question that re ­ 
mained was what official posi­ 
tion 
Finch 
s h o u l d take. He 
couldn’t make up his mind at 
first between Attorney General 
and Secretary of Health, Educa­ 
tion, and Welfare. In toe end, 
he selected toe latter because it 
put him in a better position to 
deal with the black community 
and to push welfare program s. 
Finch feels strongly tnat tiie 
Nixon administration must e s ­ 
tablish a dialogue with black 
leaders and must find respon­ 
sible solutions for toe problems 
of poverty, unemployment, ed­ 
ucation and race relations. 
His appointment is a sign that 
Nixon doesn't intend to neglect 
the people who may have voted 
against him.

MCGOVERN ON KY 
It is the opinion of Senator 
George McGovern who will be 
remembered as the man out 
there in Chicago that the Ken­ 
nedy folks backed for President, 
that Vice President Ky of South 
Vietnam is a “ little tinhorn 
dictator.” One gathers that 
this is intended as the Sena­ 
to r's contribution to the accel­ 
eration of peace in Southeast 
Asia, though to give the Senator 
credit, he did pause to give the 
press his reasons for his out­ 
burst. 
“ I 
suddenly realized,” he 
said, suggesting that the Sena­ 
tor’s reflexes are rather slow, 
“ that it is almost nine months 
since President Johnson sacri­ 
ficed his political career for 
the sake of getting the nego­ 
tiations under way, and I got 
mad.” 
A little tinhorn dictator. 
1. If by “ little,” the Sena, 
ator means that M arshal Ky's 
country is a little country, that 
is true, though it is hardly toe 
doing of Marshal Ky, whose 
country has in it about three 
tim es as 
many people as the 
United States had in it when we 
decided 
to overthrow 
King 
George. Nor is Marshal Ky 
likley to get mad enough to re­ 
to rt that Senator McGovern 
comes from one of the littlest 
states in the Union, and that al­ 
though the Marshal is by many 
years the junior of Senator Mc­ 
Govern, he 
never had such 
little support as Senator Mc­ 
Govern at any national conven­ 
tion of HIS party. 
2. Tinhorn? A tinhorn is a pre­ 
tentious or boastful person, but 
it is not recorded that Marshal 
Ky is boastful except about toe 
determination of his country­ 
men to stay free of North Viet­ 
nam domination. Marshal Ky 
earned his reputation as a brave 
young aviator, who flew at least 
as many missions against the 
enemy 
as George McGovern 
flew during the world w ar. Why 
tinhorn?

of Ky than Senator Kennedy is. 
Senator McGovern went on to 
allude to Ky's “ plush accommo­ 
dations in Paris,” which is 
polemical warfare carried on at 
the level of, How can the Pope 
be pious with all those Vatican 
jewels? And in due course the 
Senator dribbled off, reiterat­ 
ing his demands that the Uni­ 
ted States begin withdrawing our 
troops from South Vietnam.

But even 
if one rules that the United 
States should pull out of Viet­ 
nam it does not for that rea­ 
son follow that M arshal Ky 
should coordinate his betrayal 
of his country with our be­ 
trayal of it. Marshal Ky is in 
P aris to defend the interests 
of his country, which are more 
gravely threatened at this mom­ 
ent by American indecision than 
by Vietcong determination. 
Marshal Ky is asking in P aris 
for nothing more than President 
Eisenhower, Kennedy and John» 
son assured Marshal Ky and his 
predecessors they w ere en­ 
titled to: freedom from Commiw 
nist imperialism, to which end 
America has contributed about 
one hundred billion dollars and 
thirty thousand dead soldiers. 
If there is any rodomontade go­ 
ing on, it is hardly by Ky: 
but by those who have in the 
days gone by bared their chests 
and shouted out their deter­ 
mination to stand by liberty and 
principle and national commit­ 
ments, but now find them selves 
out of gas, and take it easy on 
themselves by getting mad at 
those whose determination does 
not wane.

THE YEAR THAT W AS 
Earthquake Ushered 
In Year Now Ending 


(EDITOR'S NOTE— This is the 
first of 11 articles on “ The Year 
That Was" — a year of unpre- 
cendented news events.)

Nearly 12 months ago, bells 
heralded a new year laden with 
old problems and destined for 
its own heaping measure of 
comedy and tragedy. 
The news last January cen­ 
tered on both life and death- 
life from the revolutionary new 
technique of heart transplants 
and death 
from killer earth­ 
quakes in Sicily. 
“ Who ever neardof an earth­ 
quake in Salaparuta before?" 
said 
still 
unbelieving Rosa 
Scandina, 75, who had lived in 
that village all her life. “ No­ 
body. Never." 
The first c! more titan 100 
quakes struck the western half 
of the Mediterranean’s biggest 
island 
on 
Jan. 14, leaving 
hundreds dead, thousands hurt 
and 50,000 homeless. The Rome 
government put the damage at 
200 billion lire ($320 million). 
The quake left cracked roads 
and shattered bridges, torn rail 
lines and broken dams, tangled 
wreckage of sewers, water con­ 
duits and power lines. Firemen 
and soldiers, civilians and po­ 
lice tore at ihe rubble with 
picks, shovels and bare hands, 
calling anxiously as they dug, 
“ C’e qualcuno?" — is anyone 
there? 
By the end of January, more 
than 15,000 Sicilians had left the 
Island. Would they ever come 
back? 
“ We have 
iost everything," 
said 
Nicola 
Cevelli, a 37- 
year-old farm er from Poggi- 
oreale. “ There’s nothing to stay 
fo r." 
In South Africa, in California 
and in New York, death meant 
life for three heart transplant 
recipients, though for two the 
gift was fleeting. 
At Stanford University Medi­ 
cal Center in Palo Alto, Mike 
Kasperak, 54, 
received 
the 
heart of a 43-year-old house­ 
wife who had suffered a brain 
hemorrhage. He lied 15 days la­ 
ter. At Malmonides Hospital in 
Brooklyn, 
57-year-old Louis 
Block lived for 10 hours with the 
heart of a young woman who had

died of a brain tumor. 
But Philip Blaiberg, 58-year- 
old retired dentist, went home 
from 
Cape 
Town’s 
Groote 
Schurr 
Hospital 
with the 
heart of Clive 
Haupt, also a 
brain hemorrhage victim, func­ 
tioning efficiently in his chest. 
The operation was performed 
Jan. 2 by Dr. Christiaan B ar­ 
nard, 44, pioneer in this type 
of surgery. 
Not all the news was of world­ 
wide significance, although pro - 
football fans may have debated 
the point. In Miami’s Orange 
Bowl on Jan. 14 the Green 
Bay Packers defeated the Oak­ 
land Raiders 33-14 before 75,- 
000 fans in the Super Bowl. 
On a different playing field— 
the 
field of diplomacy — an­ 
other battle was waged between 
the United States and North 
Korea. 
“ These fellows 
mean busi­ 
ness," the USS Pueblo’s radio 
crackled in alarm as it was 
challenged 
23 off the coast 
of North Korea, by a North Ko­ 
rean patrol boat. 
Seizure of 
the U. S. Navy’s 
electronic snoop ship precipita­ 
ted a crisis in which more 
than 14,000 airmen were called 
from the reserve to active duty. 
The Fifth Air Force was put on 
combat alert and the Navy sent 
a flotilla into the Sea of Japan. 
The 
Pentagon declared the 
seizure 
took place 
25 miles 
from the coast, while the Com­ 
munists insisted the ship had in­ 
truded within the 12-mile limit. 
Despite demands for action, 
Congress kept its cool. 
Thousands 
of miles 
from 
North 
Korea another drama 
was enacted after a B-52 Stra- 
tofortress on Jan. 22 fell flam­ 
ing onto the thick ice near Thule 
Air Base, Greenland. The crew 
had bailed out. 
As part of the routine air alert 
against nuclear attack the plane 
had been carrying four hydro­ 
gen bombs. 
In the Arctic twi­ 
light by flashlight and using dog 
sleds, in harsh winds, blowing 
snow and temperatures 25 to 30 
degrees below zero, began the 
search for the missing bombs. 
Weeks after the crash the frag­ 
ments were all located. Heavy 
bulldozers 
were 
seat in to 
scrape away che scattered plu­ 
tonium. 
February Was Time 
O f Tet And Terror 


The 
Communists had pro­ 
claimed a truce for seven days. 
It was the time of Tet, a time to 
welcome the lunar new year in 
Vietnam with feasting, family 
reunions and fireworks. 
The fireworks turned out tobe 
real. 
Into the merrymaking intrud­ 
ed terror, destruction and death 
as North Vietnam shattered the 
truce 
and struck swiftly and 
tellingly from Quang Tri in the 
far north to Ca Mau, in the Me­ 
kong River delta 500 miles to 
the south. 
For the first time, the war 
that 
had been fought in the 
countryside was brought home 
in bloody reality to the popula* 
tion of Saigon, the capital of 
South Vietnam. Viet Cong guer­ 
rillas attacked the U.S. Embas­ 
sy, 
military billets, airport, 
government 
buildings 
and 
American 
and South Vietnam 
headquarters. In many districts 
house-to-house fighting raged. 
By Feb. 4 a semblance of or­ 
der had been restored in the 
country, but in Hue a fierce and 
desperate battle continued for 
weeks. Toward the end of Feb­ 
ruary the Tet offensive had run 
its costly course, with record 
casualties for the war to that 
date. 
In a less serious conflict—a 
bloodless but still bitter con­ 
frontation on the international 
sports front—the 10th Winter 
Olympic Games opened Feb. 6 
at Grenoble, France. About 1,- 
500 athletes from 37 nations 
competed. 
From the opening ceremonies, 
seen by 60,000 spectators, to the 
final contest 13days later, there 
was dissension, disorder and 
dismay. Marring the festivities 
were 
bad weather, accidents 
and disputes ranging from poli­ 
tics and use of manufacturers' 
labels on skis to tests for deter- 
ming 
that 
girl 
contestants 
really were girls. 
Norway took team honors by 
winning six gold medals, six sil­ 
ver and two bronze, while 19- 
year-old figure skater Peggy 
Fleming took home to Colorado 
Springs 
the only gold medal 
awarded a U.S. competitor. 
There was plenty of contro- 
versy back in the United States 
also, especially in New York

Rockefeller and Mayor John V. 
Lindsay faced each other belli­ 
gerently over a 100,000-ton pile 
of garbage as the Uniformed 
Sanltationmen's 
Association 
went on strike Feb. 2. 
The state’s chief executive 
turned down his fellow Republi­ 
can’s plea that he call the Na­ 
tional Guard to clean up the 
m ess. Instead Rockefeller pro­ 
posed that the state temporarily 
take over the Sanitation Depart­ 
ment, 
paying a 
$425 annual 
wage increase recommendedby 
a mediation panel. The city paid 
instead and ended the nine-day 
walkout. 
Another strike, this one in 
Florida, resulted in the first 
statewide school tieup in the na­ 
tion’s history. On Feb. 19 class­ 
es for more than 500,000 child­ 
ren were suspended as 26,000 
teachers walked out in a dispute 
over state funds for education. 
The educational outlook for 
college students took a new turn 
Feb. 16 when Lt. Gen. Lewis B. 
Hershey, director of Selective 
Service, canceled deferments 
for 200,000 graduate students, 
with the exception of those in 
medicine, 
dentistry 
and the 
m inistry and those in or beyond 
their second year of advanced 
study. The directive also sus­ 
pended the list of essential occi* 
pations, striking out deferments 
for 340,000 men in 40 fields. 
But for at least one man life 
was peaceful, and that was the 
way 
Clint Wescott wanted to 
keep it. “ Hand me a dollar and 
I’ll take i t . ..buy a little drink, 
a little smoke. But I don’t want 
the $19,000. I Just want to keep 
living this life," the 51-year- 
old resident of a weed patch 
near Los Angeles told newsmen 
who had searched him out. He 
turned down the proceeds from 
the sale of property he had 
abandoned 15 years earlier, as 
well as $4,000 left him by his 
father.

The quake left cracked roads 
and shattered bridges, torn rail 
lines and broken dam s, tangled 
wreckage of sew ers, water con­ 
duits and power lines. F trem en 
and soldiers, civilians and po­ 
lice tore at the rubble with 
picks, shovels and bare hands, 
calling anxiously as they dug, 
"C 'e qualcuno?” — is anyone 
there? 
By the end of January, m ore 
than 15,000 Sicilians had left the 
Island. Would they ever come 
back? 
"W e have 
lost every tiling,” 
said 
Nicola 
Cevelli, a 37- 
year-old farm er from Poggi- 
oreale. "T h e re 's nothing to stay 
fo r.” 
In South A frica, in C alifornia 
and in New York, death meant 
life for three heart transplant 
recipients, though tor two the 
gift was fleeting. 
At Stanford University Medi­ 
cal Center in Palo Alto, Mike 
K asperak, 54, 
received 
the 
heart of a 43-year-old house­ 
wife who had suffered a brain 
hem orrhage. He died 15 days la ­ 
te r. At Maimonldes Hospital in 
Brooklyn, 
57-year-old Louis 
Block lived for 10 hours with the 
heart of a young woman who had 


died of a brain tum or. 
But Philip Bialberg, 58-y e a r- 
old retired dentist, went home 
from 
Cape 
Town's 
Groote 
Schurr 
Hospital 
with the 
heart of Clive 
Haupt, also a 
brain hem orrhage victim , func - 
tlontng efficiently in his chest. 
The operation was perform ed 
Jan. 2 by D r. C hristiaan B a r­ 
nard, 44, pioneer in this type 
of surgery. 
Not all the news was of w orld­ 
wide significance, although p ro ­ 
football fans may have debated 
the point.

Toward the end of Feb­ 
ru ary the Tet offensive had run 
its costly course, with record 
casualties for the w ar to that 
date. 
In a less serious conflict—a 
bloodless but still bitter con­ 
frontation on the international | 
sp o rts front—the 10th Winter 
Olympic Games opened Feb. 6 
at Grenoble, France. About 1,- 
500 athletes from 37 nations 
com peted. 
From the opening cerem onies, 
seen by 60,000 spectators, to the 
final contest 13days later, there 
w as dissension, disorder and 
dism ay.

The state's chief executive 
turned down his fellow Republi­ 
can's plea that he call the Na­ 
tional Guard to clean up the 
m ess.

a mediation panel. The city paid 
instead and ended the nine-day 
walkout. 
Another strike, this one in 
Florida, resulted in the first 
statewide school tieup in the na­ 
tio n 's history. On Feb. ^ c la s s ­ 
es for more than 500,000 child­ 
ren w ere suspended as 26,000 
teachers walked out in a dispute 
over state funds for education. 
The educational outlook for 
college students took a new turn 
Feb. 16 when Lt. Gen. Lewis B. 
H ershey, director of Selective 
Service, canceled deferm ents 
for 200,000 graduate students, 
with the exception of those in 
m edicine, 
dentistry 
and the 
m inistry and those in or beyond 
th eir second year of advanced 
study. The directive also sus­ 
pended the list of essential occt* 
pations, striking out deferm ents 
fo r 340,000 men in 40 fields. 
But for at le ast one man life
